We do 
not mean to say the wells in town 
are all bad, but it does not take 
an expert to determine that those 
on the square are not as good 
and wholesome as we would like 
Whether the water is healthy or 
not is a question in the minds of 
many users, but we all know that 
the wells are not satisfactory 
in many respects.
